Firſr, BY Mr. Pilkinton the Court were fo favourable by reaſon of his preſent Impri- 
ſonment, &c. to Impoſe only five hundred Pounds ( or five hundred Marks ) upon Mr. 
Shute onethouſand Marks , upon the Lord Gray onethouſand Pounds ( ora thouſand 
Marks) upon” Aldermar Corniſh one thouſand Marks , upon Mr. Bethel, one thouland 
Marlsupon Sir Thomas Player five hundred Marks, upon Mr. Jinks three hundred Marks, 
upon Mr. Deagle four hundred Marks upon Richard Freeman three hundred Marks,upon =
